Club Uanquet lunehcon held on Sat- 
urday at tlic Mount Koyal Ilottl. The 
luncheon v.jil.b was given by Sir 
Rioliard for tiio members was well 
atiendtd, there liting a1>oui ihlriy-fii.v 
prosont. 

The president of the club. Walter 
Fitzgerald, acting as chairman Intro- 
duced the sl^o.';kors. first caliin?; up- 
on the iiosi. .Sir Iliuliuid is prime 
minister of Xewfotindland, leading 
tho libera! party which has been In 
power since 191!*. Ills visit to this 
I>rovincc was of .'iii un'.ffifi-il nMurc 
and was not for any poli'.icul piir- 
po.'^e.';.

They did 
not know how to till the soil with llie 
result liiat tlion.-:ands upon lliousand.s 
were faced witli starvation, and arc 
now In deplorable straits. .Many are 
sustained by kindly relatives or 
friends In .\meriea but the pcrccniagc 
is very siiiMil.

Tolstoi, Champion of Non- \ 
resistance, Would Abolish 
Police and Armies 



FARCE RS.SENCE OF GOLDEN .. 

"The very e.«i>ence of tno flolden 
Rule dep-^n'l? npon fore;;" slated .\l- 
fred Martin in ii;^ L'ddre-^i on "Tli«' 
Ethi'.-s N'ua-R.'s:.;-i7ir-e' at the 
Peoples Forum iasi night. Mr. Mar- 
tin during the evening generally op- 
posed the Ethics of non resistance 
which were championed by Tolstoi 
and eulogized .v-^rvice an being • the 
greatest ethical help. 

"The Intellectual society to which 
Tolstoi wa« accustomed was selfi.-='i 
and corrupt. After the age of twenty 
h« became an .ath?ist .-ind ni'O be- 
lieved society was better otf witlwut 
a government of any kind. Suddenly 
in his fifty-fifth year- he suddenly be- 
came convened reading certain ver- 
ses in Saint JIattliew." Ti-i-e spealcir 
went on to show that Tolstoi in hia 
most fumoii-5 book oit ethical religion 
"My Religion" was es.sentially a non 
résister. He believed even to the last 
extreme evil sho-jKl not bo résistai! 
by force. To joniply « Itii Una 
would have polii.» and armies abolish- 
ed, wiiile robbers and ruffians would 
SO unpunished. Non-resitance also In 
his mind should b« the policy of 
nations thcmselveis. 

"Tolstoi lacked disa'imination in 
thn.-» attaching force since ha mis- 
judged the effects which were good 
in. their effects-' Tol.stoi. M;-. .\I.irt:n 
pointed out. did not .see that tiie p.-.tI 
sin was to allow an abominai act to 
take placo in your presence when you 
have power to prevent it. The evil 
effects of force were offset by tho 
good ends it had in the end, final 
analysl.«. The usa of force for '.ono- 
ticial purposes i.^ the most spiritual 
in tho world and Its good work re- 
lieves it of its repugnant charactei*.

To the average .•^luclenl on the campius a 
newspaper like the DAILY' is but a convenient 
gource of information and entertainment, read 
and subscribed to by the student body' at large, 
and produced by a few who happen to be inter- 
ested in that kind of work. Very few of its 
reader.s ever think of the valu.iblc training re- 
ceived by these interested few, a training in 
iieeting people, in observing accurately, in re- 
porting truthfully and in v.-riting interestingly 
which for its very breadth of experience forms 
a valuable addition to any college education. . 

-When a former president of thp United 
States became owner of the 3Iarion Star, he 
handed to ail .his new reporters a .set of rules 
which were adopted as tlie ethics of his news- 
paper. Thc-y might well be observed, not only 
by DAILY editors and reporters, but in many 
cases by other students pursuing campus and 
academic activities. This list of ethics is here re- 
produced in part: 

^ ' Remember there are two sides tojéyery 
question. Get them both. 

Be truthful. Get ihe facts. 

Mistakes are inevitable, but strive for ac- 
curac.v. I should rather have one story exact- 
ly right than a hundred wrong. 

Be decent, be fair, be generous. 
Î Boost — don't knock. 

" There's good in everybody. Bring out the 
^ood in everybody and never needlessly hurt the 
feelings of ar.>'"oody. 

In reporting a political gathering give the 
facts, tell the story as it is, not as you would 
like to have it. Treat all parties alike. 
I Treat all religious matters reverently. 

If it can be possibly avoided never bring 
ignominy to an innocent man or child in telling 
of the misdeed or misfortunes of a relative. 

Don't wajt to be asked, but do it without 
asking, and, above all, be clean and never let a 
dirty word or suggestive story get into type. 

1 want this paper so conducted that it can 
go into any home without destroying the inno- 
cence of any child. . 



ROOM FOR REFORM 

The subject of examinations has, for very 
çood rea.'^ons, attracted a good deal of attention 
recently. Whenever exams draw nigh and we are 
forced to adjust ourselves to them, we are in- 
■^ariably i-emind&d of the oft-reiterated com- 
plaint.s as to their unjuslness. That examina- 
tions as conducted today, are not true criterions 
of schola.stic ability or intelligence is generally 
admitted. To judge of a year's work by four 
|"estricted questions is by no means a rare oc- 
currence. 

! The .system results in group conferences in 
which students attempt, by the laws of chance 
ànd aviîrages and by I lie process of elimina- 
tion and .selection to d'itermine what are the 
likely questions. They must study the fads and 
indio.syncrasies of each examiner; his person- 
al bia.s must lj<j consuHed. in order to do this 
best, exaniiuation papers set by these examiners 
in previou.s years must be consulted in order 
Ig^dctei niinc what each particular man consid- 
WB important. 

t^^"' All this wa.stes considerable time and 
energy that wej-c better spent in .studying the 
subject cm wliich the examination is being held 
but it i.- .scU-evident that with such an examiner 
it is just as important to know his personal 
phychology as his .subject. Many a student 
boa-sts that it is the knowledge of his examin- 
ers rather than knowledge of his examination 
which has put him through. 

It is an encouraging sign to find that some 
professors have become fully aware of the in- 
justice of such I'orm.s of examination and are 
looking about for better and truer means of 
judging a man's academic worth. It is a ques- 
tion which requires serious consideration by the 
examiners as a whole, and we hope that in the 
near future a more satisfactory system will be 
evolved. 

It is admitted, of course, that an entirely 
alternative criterion has yet to be found. But 
it will doul)tless come.

The lack 
of an car for innsic is admitted quite cheerfully by the in- 
dividual as sooicthiitg rcfjrettable but reconcilable. A sug- 
gestion that he lias no ïcnsc of poetry is taken as .m insult 
to the iiUelliseocc. No .imount of intelligence or erudition 
can supply that which is not. 

Poets criticise primarily by emotional reaction. 

The poet must have three attributes : an aesthetic 
sense, emotional power, and the gill of self expression. 
The most wrelchAI of all bi-jiigs arc those who arc denied 
tlic l.ittif. -V peer iwci is one whoic emotional power is not 
balanced by a fine aesthetic sense, 

Theifc arc certain delicate cniotions which only a |)oct 
can feel. They arc as shut off to the rest of humanity as 
tin: light waves below the ultra-violet. 

Pods are seldom highly intelligent. 

There is nothiuB ni.vstcrio\is or occult in the compo»ition 
of poetry. Tlicrc is nicilhcr revelation nor inspit-atlon. A 
pciet composes entirely by ittiage aiid sound association. 

Poetry consists in the sublimation of inSibi'ions. No 
poet ea;! i;vcr be altogether frii: from inhibition?, for much 
01 thr.: uliicli a pocl desires is not of this earth. 

.Ml poets arc egotists. This results from an uiicrilicij- 
ing realization of power, and serves as a weapon Jcslgncd 
by naUire.for tlicir protcctioin. 

.Npprariation is essential to a poet. .MI poets wiitè with 
their eycf, cither consciously or unconscimis'y, uu llieir 
readers. .\ poet alone on a desert- island would produce 
nothing. 

.•\ world of poçts wciild be the nearest possil^ic ap- 
proach to the theologian's conception of Hell. 

Poor poets write of what they sec. Great poets write 
of what iliey imagine. 

Poets .ire thoroughly undesirable and untrustworthy 
creatures.

•Ight to org.anize, these nt lo.'îst, 
should srt certain mlnimuni standards 
by the state. 

The very least" Parliament can do, 
is to protect citizens from greed. Tho 
■ight to organizo is still denied in 
some parts ot our country; wug-.-.s 
;ind labor hours still need legislation. 
The excuse is that Canada is a Fed- 
eral Country and that by Interfering 
In the matter Parliament is violat- 
ing the laws of tlie soparaio provin- 
ces. Yet even where these laivs arc 
made, they arc not enforced. Many 
men do not got enough money to live 
decently. By . some men tvith large 
families, needing a minimum of $2000 
to live by, arc receiving a yearly 
.salary of only Î9S0. Tliis ccrrainly 
necd.s control oC Parliament, and it is 
quite within the competence of Par- 
liament to change this state of af- 
fairs. 

According lo a report from Sydney 
N.S., referring to tho steel works, it 
is found that over 1000 men are work- 
ing 11 hours day-shift and 13 hour.«! 
night-shift for 7 days a T\-€ok. Thp 
plight of thoso JOOO men Is a scandal 
and a shame, suffering as they do 
from hard manual labor, heat, .'«moke, 
as well as exposure to tho elf ment.". 
It Is- utterly contrary to the laws of 
humanity. Should the condition of 
the men w-ith respect to labor and 
wage not be the first charge on tho 
profit.") of an industrial concern. It 
costs much money to replace machi- 
nery, but unfortunately it costs little 
or nothing to replace men, for there 
Is always a surplus of labor. 

As was said in the League of Na- 
tions; Labor simuld no; bi-^ re.ijarded 
as an article of commerce or a n'.ero 
commodity. Yet this Is .so all over t'u; 
world, and Canada stands pretty low 
in tho list ot those who have tried to 
reijni.ne the labor conditions. C'au- 
adii's Water Power and i.;oal .Mine.-» 
should be the property of tho pcoplo 
and not a source of pr .fits for priv- 
ate corporations. No governmpnt has 
the right to exist that cannot feed its 
people.
